A GREAT PROJECT 


T HE MANITOBA FREE PRESS RE- 
gtrds the purchase of the Alberta Government 
Railways by the Canadian Pacific Company, and 
the possibility of joint ownership and Operation with 
the Canadian National Railways, a; a matter of 
major importance to ,jhe whole of Canada. These 
lines, it 5s pointed out, no longer will be mere stubs 
running from Edmonton north and west into the fer¬ 
tile but isolated Peace River country, but will be¬ 
come an integral part of a great transcontinental 
system. This means that the rapid and systematic 
colonization of an empire of about 100,000 square 
miles is near at hand and that the construction of an 
outlet lo the Pacific Coaat comes within this sphere 
of practical, probably immediate, action.

MORE CONSERVATIVE DATES DROPPED 

DOTH LIBERAL AND LABOR PARTIES 
demonstrated their courage tvhen they decided 
lo enter a candidate for. the Cheltenham vacancy in 
the British House of Commons in ihe hope that thii 
traditional 1 ory seat might he captured from the 
Baldwin Government. Sir Walter Preston carried 
the Conservative banner and polled 10.438 votes. 
Sir John Brunner was the Liberal candidate and 
polled 6.678 votes. Miss Florence Widdowson rep¬ 
resented Labor and polled 3.963 votes. 

The Baldwin Government retains the seat; but 
it is interesting to note that, except on the occasion 
of the great Liberal landslide in 1906. Wednesday's 
contest was the first time an anlt-Conservative ma¬ 
jority had been recorded in point of votes since the. 
late eighties. In 1906 Mr. J. E. Sears woo the 
seat by a majority of 401 ; but Mr. Agg-Gardiner. 
whose death caused the vacancy which has just been 
filled, recaptured (he seat in the next contest. He 
held it continuously until last month. Incidentally, 
only one previous three-cornered contest had been 
fought, in 1895, an Independent on that occasion 
polling twenty-three votes. 

It will be surprising if Cheltenham changes from 
the Conservative column. Its electorate vcVy largely 
is composed of retired naval and military officers and 
former members of the civil service and diplomatic 
corps. The Liberal and Labor parties would have 
to unite and cash in on the majority which they 
jointly rolled up yesterday if such a hope is to be 
realized. Meanwhile the Conservative vote con¬ 
tinues to decline.

All the 
possibilities of the wireless and cable 
services were utilised by the London 
newspapers Steamers on the at* 
route were Implored by wireless to keep 
a lookout for the venturers and to 
transmit wireless messages with the 
least possible loan of time The camera 
man who had delayed the start by hts 
Importunity succeeded In transmittin g 
a picture by wireless to London, with 
Franklin and his companion posed be¬ 
fore their machine Reproduced in the 
mid-day editions, it enabled scores of 
people who had known Allen Franklin 
in his balmy days to Identify him at 
a glance When all doubts could be 
set at rest by that obvious expedient. 
It was asked why on earth should 
Franklin- risk his life so madly at u 
crisis when, for the first time. It was

According to th? New York cables. 
Franklin had been very explicit about 
hi* plans and very elaborate In his 
calculations His timetable allowed him 
no opportunity for lingering on the 
way.
